TOW  If  AFFAIRS  AGAIN. 

Tbe  QoUectoeehip  of  the  town  require* 
only  a  patting  notice.  Not  because  of  It* 
■mailer  consequence,  but  for  the  reason 
that  its  importance  ia  obvious  to  all 
thoughtful  citizens  The  onlleetUn,  aaf. 
keeping  and  accounting  for  970.090  to 
9100.000  is  not  a  trivial  matter,  and  de- 
meiidv  not  only  known  integrity  but  more 
than  usual  intelligence.  Something  of 
tuatiUr  in  tnodo  is  an  acquisition  not  to  be 
overlooked  in  hie  selection.  It  would  sof 
ten  the  asperities  that  frequently  appear  in 
the  taxg’Ulicrtr’s  Intercourse  wgth  citizen* 
Bat  we  believe  that  he  ia  also  the  cashier 
to  pay  bills  when  authorized  by  the  town¬ 
ship  committee.  This  Involves  other  quel 
ideations,  end  rightfully  includes  tbe 
functions  of  n  Comptroller. 

We  next  come  to  consider  the  Township 
Committee,  It  la  quite  common,  we  think, 
to  regard  this  Boaioi  as  the  Central  power, 
the  supreme  authority  of  tbe  township, 
and  to  rail  nt  or  berate  them  for  delin 
quendes  In  any  quarter,  or  for  failing  to  in 
itiate  and  carry  on  improvements  whicn 
nay  name  desirable.  Their  relations  to 
the  tows  are  quite  misunderstood.  Their 
powers,  ii  we  understand  them,  are  not 
organic,  they  are  only  delegated,  and  even 
then  they  must  be  specifically  defined  and 
set  forth  by  legislative  enactments.  They 
hate  do  original  power  to  make  an  ordi 
nance,  to  forbid  a  trespass,  to  abate  a 
nuisance  or  to  authorise  an  improvement 
Perhaps  we  may  qualify  this  a  little,  as  an 
instance  does  occur  to  us  where  after  a 
town  meeting  voto  placed  in  the  hands  ol 
the  town  committee  $000  to  spend  ia  ia- 
proving  the  Perk  they  did  call  into  exer¬ 
cise  their  combined  original  genius,  aad. 
PreetnT  said  Pirk  was  forthwith  surround¬ 
ed  with  A  cordon  of  ghostly  guardians 
four  feet  high,  stalk  aad  stiff,  at  regular 
intervals  of  about  eight  feet.  Albeit, 
their  defensive  ability  must  oonaiet  in  their 
power  to  frighten  off  intruders,  for  they 
are  nude  and  have  neither  arms  nor  lege. 

But  in  general  and  always,  their  Authori¬ 
ty  U  limited  to  certain  well  defined  admin¬ 
istrative  acta,  chiefly  such  a*  endorsing  the 
Assessor'*  estimates,  auditing  bills  and 
making  drafts  upon  the  Comptroller,  over¬ 
seeing  the  so  called  repairs  or  highway* 
after  the  people  have  voted  an  appropria¬ 
tion  for  that  purpose,  etc. 

We  have  no  disposition  to  disparage 
the  office,  much  Ices  the  worthy  gentlemen 
compisiogoav  township  committee.  But 
we  think  the  relations  and  dntlea  of  that 
committee  ought  to  be  understood.  Pos 
tlblj  wa  ourselves  misapprehend  them  ;  W 
So,  we  shall  he  glad  to  lie  enlightened 
An#  If  Wt  art  right,  we  hope  It  will  br 
seen  that  our  villages  are  in  every  primitive 
state  of  governments  quit*  too  much  en 
for  a  com  past  town  of  six  or  seven  thous¬ 
and  people  of  auch  varied  characters  and 
diverse  personal  Interests  and  po  aible  im 
pul|4N.  Do  wa  nottiood  stews  government  t 
Are  we  not  nid  enough  to  be  ellowed  some 
measure  of  self-reliance  I  of  town  rights  1 
of  (flee ft. Him  f  of  responsibility  f 

Then  why  should  we  not  obtain  from 

the  Legislature  an  act  of  incorporation  for 
our  village  which  wotftd  give  ua  a  board  of 
trustees  with  or  ruin  municipal  rights 
authority  aud  prerogatives  *  Or  it  assy  be 
that  the  Legislature  could  eonfbr  all  drolr- 
able  powacu  upon  the  Town  Committee. 
But  we  want  a  government  that  can  make 
neceaaary  ordinances  about  sanitary  regu¬ 
lations,  corner  loafers,  Babbath  observance, 
sidewalk  Incombrance,  street  signs,  etc., etc. 

We  (hall  look  with  interest  for  the  forth 
coming  report  of  our  present  township 
board.

In  the  1  sat  Imoe  of  year  wjdet  wafer 
jtoroal.  yon  remark,  u oiler  the  head  of 
"  Dseultory,"  that — **  New  Torkars  are  to 
be  commended  for  their  patience,  if  they 
can  aubmit  to  tbe  oppressive  taxation  of 
about  threu-and-one-half  per  cunt,  and 
that  we  would  treat  them  better  U  they 
would  come  out  to  Eases  County.” 

Allow  me  to  tske  this  remark  for  a  text 
upon  which  to  found  a  tew  remarks  con 
oerning  tbe  interests  of  the  beautiful  town 
in  which  we  reside. 

There  can  be  no  sounder  argument  ad¬ 
vanced  for  the  purpose  of  inducing  desir¬ 
able  parties  to  locate  In  our  village  than 
this  fact  The  first  enquiry  made  by  pro¬ 
posed  residents  of  any  town  Is  generally — 
What  it  the  tax  rate  f  If  it  is  low  com 
pitted  with  other  places,  ell  things  else 
being  equal,  that  place  will  not  be  long 
in  taking  its  stand  among  the  thriving  and 
growing  towns  that  are  becoming  so  con 
■plcuous  throughout  our  Stite. 

But  while  the  tax  rate  is  now  low  as 
compared  with  New  York  City,  we  must 
I  tear  in  mind  that  the  city  offers  many  ad 
vantages  to  offset  thl*  matter  of  taxation 
tmeng  which  are  tbe  low  prices  of  articles 
used  tor  daily  consumption. 

It  is  a  well  known  (act  that  the  majority 
of  article*  in  daily  use  by  tbe  inhabitant* 
of  this  town  — particularly  grocerie#  and 
meats,  etc.,  are  considerably  higher  than 
in  many  other  places. 

If  any  proof  is  requited  concerning  this 
matter,  let  any  one  take  note  of  the  basket* 
And  bundle*  to  be  seen  on  the  train  upon  a 
Saturday  afternoon  or  evening,  or  examine 
the  content*  of  the  boxes  delivered  by  the 
express. 

Now,  Mr.  Editor,  while  you  »re  doing  a 
noble  wotk  for  this  town  in  advertising 
its  claims  to  attention,  do  not  forget  th 
causes  which  are  a  drawback  to  its  ad¬ 
vancement,  and  giva  a  little  attention  to 
the  many  dealers  in  different  article*  in 
daily  use.  and  show  to  them  by  the  efforts 
of  your  abta  pan  that  it  ia  hotter  for  them 
selves  and  others,  and  the  general  prosper 
ity  of  the  town,  to  sell  their  goods  at  rates 
that  will  compare  with  other  localities. 

Iu  another  column  of  your  paper  you 
call  attention  to  the  importance  of  the 
office  of  assessor,  and  remark  that  the  law 
ia  at  fault  in  not  giving  him  assistants  or 
associate*  constituting  a  board  of  aai 
ment.  In  tbe  opinion  of  the  writer  of 
this  article  this  ia  just  what  it  needed.  Nu 
one  man  is  capable  of  filling  this  office  sat¬ 
isfactorily  to  all  the  tax  payers  of  tbi« 
township.  In  a'l  kinds  and  description*  of 
private  business  there  are  very  few  men 
who  do  not  require,  end  prefer  to  have, 
associates  to  confer  with  from  time  to  time 
regarding  the  advisability ,  of  measure* 
connected  with  their  luuiness.  There  ia 
no  one  so  self  reliant  as  to  think  that  hi* 
judgment  ia  infallible,  and  there  is  not  a 
doubt  that  tha  confirmation  of  hie  opini¬ 
ons  or  action  in  regard  to  assessments 
would  be  acceptable  to  any  one  bolding 
this  important  office. 

There  have  been  many  complaints  in 
Bloomfield  aa  well  sa  other  places  regard 
<ng  the  manner  in  which  property  ia  assess¬ 
ed.  It  has  been  the  custom  among  those 
holding  this  office  to  rate  very  valuable 
plots  of  ground  at  a  very  low  figure  a* 
compared  with  their  intrinsic  value.  Lands 
which  would  tell  for  from  three  to  five 
thousand  dollars  per  acre  have  been  rated 
at  five  or  six  hundred,  because  th*  owners 
claimed  they  did  not  derive  any  income 
from  auch  lands  commensurate  with  their 
saleubte  value.  But  if  they  told  a  building 
lot  to  some  poor  struggling  mechanic  he 
would  be  compelled  to  pays  tax  upon  it* 
full  value.  1  his  method  of  doing  business 
as  is  evident  to  all,  excepting  those  owning 
such  lands,  is  radically  wrong,  and  de¬ 
mands  that  some  provision  shall  be  made 
that  nil  may  get  their  just  decs  without 
fear  or  favor.  Because  a  plot  of  ground 
Is  c  tiled  a  farm  Is  no  reason  why  It  shonld 
not  meet  it*  just  liabilities  even  if  no  in¬ 
come  is  derived  from  its  farming  opera¬ 
tions.  In  the  apportionment  of  taxation 
In  any  township  a  certain  amount  baa  to 
be  raised,  and  it  is  only  just  and  fair  that 
41  should  share  the  burden  equally.  There 
is  nothing  that  has  hindered  the  growth  of 
the  maey  towns  throughout  the  State  so 
much  as  unequal  taxation.  If  the  owners 
of  large  tracts  of  land  wrro  compelled  to 
pry  their  lair /hare  of  taxation  aa  all  other 
property  la  compelled  to  do  they  would 
not  lie  enabled  to  hold  tholr  lends  fer  eenn 
>my  price*  aa  they  now  can  do,  and  on 
retard  tk»  growth  mmd  prosperity  of  (A* 
Utniily  they  inhabit.  If  •  fair  deal  were 
hud  in  this  matter  tbe  rate  would  l>e  t 
and  the  priceeof  real  r state  brought  witiiin 
the  bounds  of  reneon  end  common  sense 
As  Ton  suggest,  Mr.  Editor,  whet  ie  want- 
>•<1  is  cot  one  but  a  board  of  assessors  who, 
looking  st  the  whole  welfare  of  the  place, 
would  not  scruple  to  appraise  all  property 
at  its  true  value. 

Another  cause  that  is  silently  at  wotk  to 
hinder  the  growth  and  development  of  our 
towns  and  village*  is  so  much  special  legis¬ 
lation.  It  is  astonishing  to  see  the  amount 
of  work  cut  out  for  the  present  seas  ton  of 
otw  legislature.  It  seems  to  be  the  fashion 
for  each  and  exery  one  to  apply  for  special 
acta  for  all  manner  of  purposes,  sad  while 
aorm)  of  such  acts  msy  accomplish  some 
good,  the  general  tenor  of  them,  taken  aa  a 
whole,  cab  only  produce  confusion  to  the 
permanent  interest*  of  ths  country  at  large. 
There  are  applications  aow  before  the  leg 
ixlatur*  to  divide  a  township  in  this  vicin

There  are  but  few  locaiiont  within  an  ea*y 
reaching  distance  of  the  great  commercial  1 
center  of  the  North,  that  present  so  many 
edvautagus  to  those  in  want  of  a  eountiy 
home,  a*  Caldwell.  Distance  from  New 
York,  twenty  one  mile*,  time  one  hour  and 
twenty  minutes.  With  the  completion  of 
the  grading  of  BloomlWIJ  Ave.  and  toying 
of  tlm  Telford  pavement,  which  la  to  h- 
extended  !o  this  place,  and  to  be  finished 
by  July  1st,  next  ensuing,  the  drive  from 
Montclair  cannot  bj  surptwnd  ia  thia 
or  any  other  country.  The  natural  scene¬ 
ry  all  the  way  along  this  road  it  simply 
grand. 

Caldwell  ia  fltoked  on  tbe  East  by 
Orange  mountain,  and  on  ths  West  by 
Franklin  and  the  Passaic  Valley.  The  sur 
face  of  the  country  Is  just  undulating 
enough  to  give  a  picturesque  beauty  to  all 
its  surroundings,  and  offef  romantic  sites 
for  villas  and  "seats.”  Being  about  three 
hundred  leet  above  the  level  of  the  tea,  its 
air  ia  balmy  and  refreshing.  Nor  ia  this 
all.  We  have  as  pure  water  as  the  world 
affords,  end  plenty  of  it,  aud  ore  entirely 
free  from  rui**rnnttC  influence*  of  every 
kind.  Fever  aad  agu*  and  mosquitoes 
have  no  abiding  place  with  ua. 

The  completion  of  the  Montclair  Rail 
road,  on  which  some  three  hundred  tl»«»u- 
•and  > foliar*  have  already  been  expended 
between  here  and  Montclair,  will  give  ua  a 
more  direct  route  ta  New  York,  and  ahort- 
•  n  the  time  some  twenty  minute*  or  morel 
We  will  then  be  within  one  hour  of  Wsll 
street  or  quite  a*  near,  in  point  of  time, 
as  Sixtieth  street,  New  York. 

Society  here  i*  good.  Morality  is  the 
rule  and  immorality  the  exerption.  1 
kunw  of  no  more  desirable  place  in  which 
to  rear  a  family  of  children.  During  a 
residence  uf  month*  to  Caldwell.  I 
have  not  heard  a  profane  word  uttered. 
Think  of  this  ve  father*  end  mother*  who 
desire  your  offspring  to  be  free  from  the 
contaminating  influences  of  vicious  com¬ 
panionship. 

There  are  two  denominations  of  Christ¬ 
ians  in  this  place,  Presbyterian  and  Baptist 
The  former  is  a  large  and  influential 
church  with  a  membership  of  some  five 
hundred.  About  a  year  ago  their  house  of 
orship  was  destroyed  by  fire,  when  a 
temporary  building  was  erected  ia  which 
their  stated  meeting*  arc  now  held.  On 
the  site  of  tbe  a  old  church,”  however  they 
have  commenced  to  bnild  a  more  imposing 
edifice,  which,  whan  completed,  will  be  an 
ornament  to  the  village.  The  size  of  this, 
on  the  ground  floor  is  80x80  foet,  tbe  church 
will  have  a  seating  capacity  ol  one  .thou¬ 
sand,  and  is  expected  to  coat  Eighty 
thousand  dollars.

It  is  proposed  to  bnild  a  large  and  well- 
appointed  achoftl  hoove,  daring  the  present 
year,  in  addition  to  the  one  now  in  success¬ 
ful  operation  here. 

Pimt  office,  stores  markel*  and  a  cheer 
rag  representation  of  mechanio  arts  to¬ 
gether  with  two  comm  iliout  hott-L,  em¬ 
brace  the  practical  public  institutions  of 
oer  village.  One  of  these  hotels  however, 
I*  used  exclusively  for  Summer  boarders, 
aadenjnvaa  liberal  amount  of  patronage 
Parenthetically  I  would  observe  that 
,hers  are  hut  two  liceiwa,  if  I  am  correctly 
informed,  granted  in  our  townxtiip  lor  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  and  tne  manu¬ 
facture  of  drunkard*.  Public  ernfiment  is 
sgniiut  it  anil  hence,  Caldwell  offers  slim 
advantage*  to  thoe*  who  ‘tarry  longat  rite 
eap.”  I  shou’d  not  advise  *uoh  to  make 
this  place  their  local  bab  tation.  unle»a  in 
deed,  they  entertain  the  commend  »ld«- 
intention  of  abandonieg  the  habit.  In  fact 
the  extraordinary  efforts  now  being  pul 
forth,  Ity  both  trim  all  over  the  country  to 
repress  the  Sale  of  intoxicating  poison 
would  seem  to  indicate  that  Caldwell  I* 
not  alone  in  this  kind  of  healthlul  exrlii 
siveness.  To  my  mind  "gin  rock  taltc' 
and  even  gin  without  thl*  Caudal  Ingredl 
rut  to'  e  h*  r  with  ~t  randy  •mrahee’*  and  all 
other  hindt  rtf  alcoholic  ‘'smashes''  hare 
had  their  day.  There  will  eoon  be  an  in 
nemerob(a  guwbne  of“gia,teill*  to  let"  in 
eonoequeoce  af  tin's  temperance  raid  and 
a  vast  quantify  nf  whiskey  to  lot  nlmt 
There  are  breakers  ahead  for  tha  whiskey 
‘ra  trinity  !
